Fire Stations 
 
The American Recovery and Reinvestment Act, within the funds appropriated to the 
federal Department of Homeland Security, provides $210,000,000 nationwide for 
modifying, upgrading, or constructing non-Federal fire stations.  Five percent of the 
funds are available to Homeland security to administer the program and no one grant may 
exceed $15,000,000.  The Department of Homeland Security maintains a web site which 
explains their “Assistance to Firefighters” grant program.  It is expected these fire station 
funds will be made available through that program.  Municipalities interested in stimulus 
funds to modify, upgrade, or construct a fire station should consider applying for this 
program.
